nnd. 

ALLIES IN EARNEST 

Theso little States are too weiuk 
to defend themsclyes, and may not 
dare to realist. Then is Germany to 
be allowed to use them us a base? 
To this question London and Paris 
huve w partially satisfactory an- 
BWwer, 

Thelr draft Pact proposes to 
guarnotce against aggeession any 
European State that asks for aid 
and tx prepared to defend itaclf. 
Yhat covers the cnse of Latvia and 
the reat, if. they will accept this 
gunrantee, and If they would be 
prepared to resist. 

But (so it is said) they fear to 
aeeept any guarantee, ainte by 
so doing they might enrage Hit- 
ler, Tn plain words, when they 
louk at the solid and resolute Axis, 
and our hesitating niliance riven 
with suapiciona, they are not sure 
which Is the stronger. 

The first answer to this difti- 
culty is that when once the three 
Great Powers are solidly united 
these doubts and trimmings will 
cease. But plainly, provision must 
be made in the military conven- 
tion for joint action, if the neu- 
trality of these States should be 
violated. 

If this iy done for the Baltic 
States, it should. also be done for 
Holland, Belgium and Switzerland. 

In his speech at Southport, Mr. 
Bevin looked into the. future and 
proposed that on the basis of this 
defensive alliance we should erect 
n atructure of economic co-opera- 
tion. ; 

Even from a military standpoint 
it will be of little use unless we 
do so, Allies who are in earnest 
muat pool all thelr resources—raw 
materials, eredit, shipping and 
their manufacturing capacity, 8 
well as their warships, planes and 
manpower, 

And this we would wish to do 
not merely that wo may be strong, 
if war is forced upon us, but still 
more that we may be mutually 
helpful in peaco, 
~ -We should wish, if ever we get 
n Government of the Left, to make 
of this alliance what the League 
never was and never could bo-—a 
Co-operative Union, in plain words 
a Federation, that would aim, by 
planning on an international scale, 
at raising the standard of life 
of all its member-populations. 

Our first thoughts should go 
in that connection to the Colonial 
peoples.

HAT is the case against 

deep shelters?) Is it im 
pressive? Ate the points techni- 
cal and difficult. for laymen to 
grasp? Arc the arguments for and 
against so nicely balanced, so con- 
vincing,. so ‘tricky that an ordinary 
man would be inclined to leave the 
matter in importent despair?
